countries are now supplying. The Japa- 
nese arc not only exceedingly imitative 
but they ore surprisingly energetic. Na- 
tional traits they have as do other na- 
tions own up to such, but not one of 
these can interfere' in her newer role of 
supplying her own needs to any required 
extent. When the limitations laid down 
by existing war have disappeared, it will 
be found Japan will be fully able to do 
the great bulk of her own manufactur- 
ing, nnd beyond possibly some raw mater- 
ials, she will be dependent upon no other 
country. 
She may need some food ex- 


ports and of these doubtless we shall 
have our share. 


SMALL SHIPPERS AGAIX. 


The interstate commerce commission is 


about to undertake on its own volition 
an examination into the relations of pri- 
vate ear lines and railroad corporations, 
it beina charged that certain roads arc 
utili/ins the*c secondary corporations or 
private car lines as an attractive wny of 
giving rebates and undue preferences to 
big shippers and favored trusts. Viola- 
tions of the interstate commerce- act is 
charged in some details and rates pub- 
li-hed jointly by refrigerator lines and 
roads in specified territories arc unrea- 
sonable, unjust and violates section 1. 
Further it is sratcd combinations of pri- 
vate lines and roads have prevented the 
wholesome regulation of proper 
rates. 


The commission naively say charges of 
discrimination against the small shippers 
have poured in on the commission for a 
number of vears nast.

The session was held in the sen- 
ate chamber of the palace. Large dele- 
gations representing principally all lend- 
ing parliaments were present. 


The following is tin abstract of a speech 


by Richard Bnrtholdt, president of tho 
interparliamentary group in congress 
made in behalf af the United States dur- 
ing reports of different nations at the .-cs- 
sion, on August 2S, of the Brussels inter- 
parliamentary congress at Brussels: 


WAR CAUSES REVIVAL. 


Mr. Bartholdt said: 
The status of our common cause in the 


United Stales never justified a more f.iv- 
ornlile report than it does at the pres- 
ent time. IVo causes have majnly con- 
tributed towards this revival of interest 
in the peaee movement; the meeting of 
the interparliamentary 
conference 
on 


American soil, and the deep-going disgust 
with that barbarous Avar in the Orient. 
Over 200 members of the American con- 
gress have; now joined the interparliamen- 
tary group. 
Mass meetings have been 


held in nearly all large American cities 
during the year which declared in favor 
of the arbitration treaties then pending 
iu the senate. These treaties failed, it 
is true, not however, because of any ob- 
jection to the principle of arbitration, 
but because of their indefinitoness which 
finally compelled the president to aban- 
don the treaties. Under The Hague con- 
vention he already enjoys n, larger meas- 
ure of discretion than the new treaties, 
in their amended form, would have con- 
ferred upon him. The failure of these 
treaties may prove i\ blessing in disguise. 
It justifies" tho hope that 'the outcome 
will be the approval, by The IF;igue con- 
ference, of a treaty wider in scope and 
yrf inoiv definite in detail. 


It is with pardonable pride wo Ameri- 


cans point to the historical fact that it 
wa's left to 
an American president not 


only to ngain open the doors of The Ha- 
^ue. but also to stop, in the interests of 
both the belligerents and humanity, the 
war between lln.«ia and Japan. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Having planned

Its Development in Children 


Given Precedence Over In- 


tellectual Training. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 28—Development of 


will power in the pupils was given pre- 
cedence over iutcilectua.1 training by Dr. 
K. Benjamin Andrews, president of the 
University of Nebraska, today in a lec- 
ture before the Cook County Teachers' 
institute. Incidentally Dr. Andrews told 
the teachers they were making a mistake 
if 
they permitted an extraordinary 
or 


precocious child to run riot along the 
line he may show precocity, and not seek 
to aid the pupil in receiving an all round 
development. 


"Gush and Grind in Teaching" was the 


topic of Mr. Andrews. ''\Vhcn I refer to 
'Gush' in teaching. I mean where there 
are no attempts made to have the child 
do something that he may not want or 
like to do," said Dr. Andrews. "If you 
allow the pupil to do only what he likes 
to do you are giving that child a thing 
and narrow training. 


"The most important precept in edu- 


cation is will power. It is moro impor- 
tant 
than 
intellectual 
training. The 


splendor of having a strong will is great. 
Kivet the pupil for a time on studies for 
which he may have a dislike and you will 
tend to give the child an all around de- 
velopment and strengthen his will."

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JAPAN TO DECIDE 


FOB PEACE OR WAR 


Outcome of Conference to Tell 


Whether Hostilities Will 


Continue. 


JAPANESE HAVE 


WAIVED INDEMNITY 


Czar, However, Kciusei to Believe 


Japs Are Haying i'air—All Eyes 


Are Now Ceiiti-re I Upon 


Action at Tokio. 


TOKIO, Aug. 28, 10:30 a. m.—The con- 


ierence of the cabinet officers and elder 
statesmen which began here early this 
morning continues at this hour. 


2:30 p. in.—The conference of the cab- 


inet officers and elder statesmen adjourn- 
ed ut 'i o'clock this afternoon and tho 
participants proceeded to a play where 
the deliberations were continued undci 
the presidency of the emperor. It is be- 
lieved that the decision will mean con 
thuianco of the war or peace. The capi 
tol continues exceedingly quiet. No man- 
ifestations have resulted from the out 
wardly critical situation. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. II., Aug. 28—The 


Associated Press has definite knowledge 
that several clays ago President Hoose 
volt was authorized on behalf of Japai 
to waive all claim for indemnity or reim- 
bursement for the cost of the war and to 
cede back to Russia the north half of 
Sakhalin island, leaving the ''rcdcpmtion" 


* price of the same to the arbitration of a 


mixed commission. This statement was 
transmitted to the Russian emperor by 
the American ambassador at St. Petois- 
burg. An Associated Press telegram an- 
nounced that the czar's reply was "par- 
tially responsive." There is reason to be- 
lieve that this proposition on behalf of 
Japan was not clearly understood at 
Petorhof, but was supposed to be a re- 
vival of the elTort of Japan to secure an 
indemnity tinder tho guise of purchase 
money for the fraction of Sakhalin. It 
is now learned that the conference held 
last evening between Messrs. Witte and 
Takahiru did not bear on tho question of 
the cession of Sakhalin nor the question 
of indemnity. It is now not improbable 
that following the precedent of its ally, 
Great Bn'Cain, Japan will agree to settle 
the whole question of thu redemption 
price of Sakhalin as tho Dogger Bank 
troubles were adjusted. The Japanese 
contention is that Sakhalin is dc facto 
Japanese territory and that Russia has 
no means at her command for its pres- 
ent recovery. It is understood that Mr. 
Witte has accepted this view in principle, 
and expressed the judgment that Russia 
should pay something in the nature of 
redemption money. It is believed that 
the Tokio council which is in session 
this'morning, is considering this phase of 
the question. 


NO NEW APPEAL ISSUED. 


The peace conference is likened to a 


dying man kept alive by oxygon admin- 
istered by President Roosevelt. Yet no 
actual 
evidence can be obtained 
here 


that the president has made a new ap- 
peal to the emperor of Japan. What 
may have been only a slip of tho tongue 
from Mr. Witte 
was so interpreted. 


Speaking of the lina.1 decision of the To- 
kio government he remarked on tho 14 
hour difference of time bctyecn Oyster 
Bay and Tokio, but then hastily correct- 
ed himself and said "Now York and To- 
kio." 
Certainly the president has not 


initiated now representations at Peter- 
hof. 


WOULD MEAN A REBUFF. 


Emperor Nicholas' reply to Ambassa- 


dor Meyer was of such a nature as to 
preclude another tentative 
proposal in 


that direction at this stage. Later tho 
way might be open, but for the moment 
to offer new advice in the face of what 
practically amounted to an ultimatum 
from the emperor on the subject of in- 
demnity might be to court a rebuff. Here- 
tofore he has not acted as mediator but 
as the head of a state friendly to both 
parties, tendering his good offices and 
friendly advice impartially and simultan 
eously to both. The president took good 
care that this should be distinctly under- 
stood. 


WITTE SKEPTICAL OF RESULT. 
The compromise lie suggested to Petcr- 


hof, he suggested simultaneously to To 
kio. It would seem more probable there- 
fore that the president has not attempt- 
ed to influence directly the question of 
Japan's response to the ilat refusal of 
Russia to i)iiy anything1 in the shape of 
indemnity. All eyes turn to Tokio where 
the momentious question is being and in- 
deed perhaps, already has been decided. 
ITw action of the cabinet and

statesmen this morning was 
awaited j 


with feverish anxiety. Mr. Witte frank- 
ly expresses skepticism of the effect any 
new proposal might be able to offer. Ho 
does not believe Japan will withdraw en- 
tirely her demand for reimbursement for 
the expenses of the war and to scale it 
down or attempt to disguise it in anoth- 
er for he declares would not change the 
situation. 


At n»on Mr. Takahirn. said that noth- 


ing had yet been received from Tokio. 


SAY SURPRISE AWAITS WORLD. 
PARIS, Aug. 28.—The diplomats and 


officials today in discussing the prospects 
at Portsmouth, displayed evident anx- 
iety. Nevertheless there was an impres- 
sion that an agreeable surprise awnits 
the world when the critical moment ar- 
rives for the plenipotentiaries to . give 
their final answer for peace or war. Both 
of the belligerents are considered to be 
ardently desirous of peace evon at the 
expense of sacrifices.

Mr. Bassinger hooked up a handsome 


little brown mare to a red geared buggy, 
one of the best in the barn. The stran- 
ger entered and drove away. It was 2 
o'clock when he started and as he did not 
arrive back by C p. m., Mr. Bassinger be- 
came nervous, got busy and could not 
find any trace of Mr. Berry. While he 
had registered at Hotel Racine he had no 
baggage, nor was there a woman with, 
him. '

SEEN GOING SOUTH. 


Then a search was made. 
Different 


towns between Racine and Chicago were 
'phoned. The only place any trace could 
be obtained was at Highwood. and the 
police said a. horse and-buggy answering 
the description passed through that place 
early Sunday morning. 


Mr. Bassinger hurried to Chicago and 


placed tho matter in the hands of the 
best detectives of Chicago and hopes that 
the thief will be caught and rig recover- 
ed. 


Mr. Bassinger said that the alleged 


Berry was a portly man, well dressed 
and he took him to be a drummer or ra- 
ther buyer of cabbage and potatoes. 


An opinion prevails that a gang of 


horse thieves arc operating in Southern 
Wisconsin. Kenosha county farmers have 
lost two horses, Racine county two and 
a number disappeared from Milwaukee. 


No doubt the organization of a horse- 


thief protective; association will now be 
hurried along. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock this afternoon, 


Ralph Magnusscn, a boy resiujng about a 
mile south of the isolation hospital on 
the Lakcshore road, went down to the 
beach to go in swimming near his home. 


He was horrified to find the body of a 


man lying face downward in the sand, the 
body having evidently been washed 
ashore in the recent gales. 


The boy immediately notified the peo- 


ple living in that vicinity and the police 
office at Racine was notified, and an of- 
ficer went do\vn, and in the meantime the 
coroner was informed of the discovery. 


The body is that of a man apparently 


20 to 2S years old. As the face is buried 
in the sand the officers were unable to 
get an outline of the features, 0.3 the 
body could not be disturbed till the ar- 
rival of the coroner. The man was dress- 
ed in black worsted pants and coat, low 
patent leather shoes, brown, stockings 
and cream colored shirt. 


There has beeii no report of any dis- 


appearance of a young man in Racine or 
Kcnosha, and it is probable that the un- 
fortunate man jumped or fell overboard 
from a passing steamer. 


ANTON HANSEN IS NAMED 


Mrs. Clara Tufnel has been summoned 


before the claim agents of the Milwaukee 
Electric Railway & Light company, in re- 
gard to the death of her husband Wil- 
liam Tufnel, killed at South Milwaukee, 
by falling from the top of an intcrurbau 
car of which 
he was jnotorman. The 


sad circumstances loading up to the ac- 
cident are well known to the readers ol 
the Journal. 


It was believed that the corporation 


would offer a settlement on. a fair basis, 
but it appears that they do not intend to 
follow this policy. Mrs. Tufnel was giv- 
en to understand that the corporation 
believed her husband was solely to blame 
for the accident nud offered to pay all 
expenses of the funeral and medical at- 
tendance before he expired. 


Whether Mrs. Tufnel will accent this 


ultimatum or not,'remains to be scon. 
Attorneys and others arc making a min- 
ute investigation with a view- of ascer- 
taining whether Mr. Tufnel was to blame 
or tho company. Those who protended 
to know at the time of the accident 
made statements that when the trouble- 
some ivire that caused the stopping of 
traffic was being cut by Mr. Tufnel the 
current \vas cut off and started before he 
completed the work. Of course this is a 
very difficult matter to prove.

What makes Racine people interested in 
the woman is the statement that she was 
married three times, all of her husbands 
dying tinder mysterious circumstances. 
The second husband is said to have been 
George Lester of Racine. 


Records here do not show that any 


man by the name of George Lester has 
lived or died within the past ten years. 
They do show, however, that Fred Les- 
ter, aged 32 years, died on September 16, 


1008. 
Whether this was the husband of 


the woman is not clear and'further inves- 
tigation is under way. 


WOMAN IS ARRESTED. 


Dispatches from Kankakee are in ef- 


fect that charged with passing a worth- 
!"=- check with which to pay for a tomb 
stone i-rectod over nor husband's grave, 
the widow of John Maisson, of Flanna- 
gau, near that place, has been arrested at 
Kansas City and will bo brought back to 
that city for trial as soon as requisition 
papers can be secured. Tho arrest of tho 
woman revives the deep mystery 
that 


surrounded the death of her husband in 
December of last year. Bearing on this 
Henry J. Maissou, the woman's brother- 
n-law and a station agent near Kanka- 
ccr. Intn Sunday afternoon came 
out 


vith a statement that is looked, upon as 
howing that the family of the dead man 
ias not accepted as natural the brother's 
demise. 


WHAT BROTHER SAYS. 


'My brother." Mr. Maisson says, "\vas 


married in Milwaukee1. Wp knew noth- 
ng of the marriage until his widow re- 
,urned to Knnkakee with his body last 
lecembor. She said sh? had been mar- 
•iod three times, her second husband hav- 
ng been n George Lester of Rncinc, Wis. 
Hie name of her first husband I have for- 
gotten. My brother diod suddenly ol 
ilood-poisoning. Tho doctor said ho pro 
scribed arsenic, but we have no evidence 
;hat my brother was given an overdose 
[*rom what we can learn the woman'; 
other husbands died in the same man 
nor." 


SEEK AN EPLANATION. 


It is said that the Maisson family wilt 


endeavor to have the woman explain all 
she particulars in connection with the 
death of all three of her husbands. 


Sheriff Cyrior and State's Attorney 


Miller went fo Springfield so fs io obtain 
requisition papers for the widow and shti 
will be at Kankakeo in a few days if she 
is not successful in resisting extradition. 
The fact that Assistant Chief Schnettlcr 
of the Chicago police force is related to 
the family adds interest to Mrs. Mais- 
son's alleged escapades. 


The woman was the wife of John Mais- 


son. formerly of Flnnnagan, 111., but later 
of Milwaukee, Wis.; Mountain 
Home, 


Ark., and Clear Lake, Iowa, whore he 
died in December, 1904. She brought the 
remains to Flannagan and announced to 
the relatives of her husband- that she was 
his wife, showing a marriage certificate, 
which proved that she had been married 
to him at Milwaukee Feb. 0, 1904. She 
also said she was the beneficiary of a $2,- 
000 insurance policy which her liusbniid 
carried. 


HAS CHECK INDORSED. 


After the funeral she went to Kansas 


City, whore she had formerly resided, re- 
turning to 'Kankakee a few weeks ago. 
She was still in deep mourning and an- 
nounced to her husband's father at Flan- 
agan that she' wished to erect a tomb- 
stone to the memory of her husband. The 
latter was willing to pay half the charges 
and tho stone was ordered from Kaufman 
& Wallheiser. When it was finished Mrs. 
Maisson announced to the family that 
she would settle for it and then return 
home. Before leaving she asked her fa- 
ther-in-law to indorse a chock which she 
had drawn on the Western Exchange Na 
tional bank at Kansas City, payable to 
herself and amounting to $22f>. Mr. Mnis- 
son did ns requested and she cashed the 
cheek at a local bank. She then called 
on the marble firm. She told them that 
she was a little short of currency and 
wished to pay her share of the bill by 
chack. The amount was $125. 


"And while I am doing it,"- nhe-eaid, 


with a sweet smile, "I'll just make it 
$175." 


The marble dealers were willing and 


she got the money. 
Both cheeks were 


forwarded to Kansas City and came back 
in a few days marked "No funds." The 
marble dealers swore out .the warrant a 
few days ago and photographs sent to 
Kansas City resulted in her arrest. 


Mrs. Maisson is about 30 years old. 


ASKS ROCKEFELLER TO PAY 


The Martin, Paris, France, Urges Him to 


Pay Indemnity Asked by Japan. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—Owing to the reports 


from Portsmouth indicating that the 
question of peace hinges solely on Russia 
paying an indemnity to Japan the Matin 
has cabled a remarkable appeal to John 
D. Rockefeller at Cleveland, 0. The ap- 
peal in part follows: 


"The question of money threatens to 


loosen afresh and with redoubled vio- 
lence the scourge of war. 
President 


Roosevelt is making noble and heroic ef- 
forts to end the struggle between two 
nations, whose populations amount to 
one-seventh of the entire population of 
the globe. His initiative honors Amer- 
ica in the opinion of civilized nations. 


"Tho question arises as to whether an- 


other American would not share 
the 


glory of Mr. Roosevelt and complete his 
work by overcoming the sole obstacle 
now hindering peace. He would thus 
demonstrate the might of money in pow- 
erful and generous hands. 


"The Matin, constituting itself spokes- 


man for this sentiment, addresses the 
righcst citizen in the world." 


The appeal concludes with long argu- 


ments fihowing the immense benefits such 
an act would confer upon civilization. 


KNIFE USED ON AN INFANT 


Five and One-Half Months Old Child Oper- 


ated on for Appeddioltls* 


LA CROSSE, Aug. 29—So far as known 


to the medical profession in this city, 
Ruth, the C months old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Rogers of this city is 
the youngest person in the world to sub- 
mit to an abdominal surgical operation. 
The operation was performed when she 
was only o'/i months old. Medical rec- 
ords show that previously the youngest 
person to oundergo a surgical operation, 
was an eight months old child, the opera- 
tion having been performed in New York 
city a few years ago. Little Ruth Rog- 
ers was operated on at the La Crosse 
hospital by Drs. MacArthur and Mar- 
quardt for appendicitis complicated with 
other troubles. The child was nearly 
dead before the parents consented to the 
operation, which was then attended by 
nearly every physician in the city, the 
whole local medical fraternity since fol- 
lowing the case with the closest interest. 
The operation was pronounced absolutely 
nceossary and was performed at the lat- 
est possible moment.

NEWBERN, N. C., Aug. 28.—John 


Moore, a negro 20 j-cars old, was taken 
from Craven county jail, in this city early 
yesterday and lynched by a mob of 100 
nasked men armed with rifles and revol- 
vers. 


With his hands tied behind him, the 


negro was led out about a third o! a mile 
Tom the jail to the draw of Neuse river 
bridge, hanged to one of its braces and 
lis body riddled with bullets. Sheriff J. 
\V. Biddle \vas quickly on the scene plead- 
ing that Moore be loft to tho law, but his 
efforts were unavailing and the mob car- 
ried out its plans. 


Moore entered the country store of 


George Eubanks at Chirks, seven miles 
from Newbcrn, last Friday, when the pro- 
prietor's wife was tho only one in. The 
negro attempted robbery and struck Mrs. 
Eubanks on the head with a meat axe, 
fracturing her skull and inflicting injur- 
ies which, if they do not prove fatal, will 
nt least cause not only disfigurement, but 
ife long suffering. Mrs. Eubanks scream- 
ed and people came to her rescue. The 
negro fled, but was captured in a swamp 
after a ehnse of a few miles and was 
placed in jail. 


HELD IN BUT $300 BAIL.

K. Trainer and Andrew Cunning- 
ham, two alleged members of the notor- 
ious Eddie Fay gajig of postoffice robbers 
who broke jail here on Aug. 2 and 23 re» 
spectively. 


Childers protested his innocence and 


demanded an immendiXte hearing, but 
on being arraigned before United State* 
Court Commissioner Harrison, his exam- 
ination, was set for Sept. u_. and in the. 
meantime lie was remanded to jail. 


Sheriff Ilaugeu, under whom Childer* 


is serving, took him to jail and locked 
him up in a cell in which lie has frequent- 
ly confined others during his four years' 
service. 


The first valuable clew was sent to the 


office by a son of a woman with, whom 
Trainer had eloped. The woman is said 
to have been the wife of a prominent 
man in Parkersburg, YV. Ya,, and to have 
been persuaded to elope by Trainer a few 
months before his arrest. When arrot- 
ed he sent for her and she called at tlie 
jail. It is then that Cliilders is accused 
of having been influenced. 


SAID $400 WAS PAID. 


The woman's son, whose name is not 


learned but who is said to live in Minne- 
apolis, is said to have been offended at 
his mother's conduct and to have told 
the St. Paul police what he know of the 
affair, and they notified the United States 
officers. He said that $400 was paid for 
Trainer's release. 
Until this information 


was received the case seemed hopeless, 
but by means of it the secret service offi- 
cers were able to resume it, and after 
tracing the woman about the country, 
the officers secured what they considered 
sufficient evidence to justify Guilder's ar- 
rest.

PORTSMOUTH, X. II., Aug. 25.—It is 


now the privilege of your correspondent 
to nmkc highly important revelnlions 
concerning the underlying conditions of 
the peace negotiation:). These are reve- 
lations which show why pence is coming 
and why all the diplomatic maneuvering 
for position and contradictory iciid pes- 
simistic statements inevitably 
incident 


to this bargaining stage of the negotia- 
tions are to be taken with proper dis- 
count and allowance. These aro (acts as 
yet unknown to more than a dozen per- 
sons in America and which demonstrate 
beyond all doubt that peace can fail now 
only through the perpetration of what 
the world will regard as a crime against 
Immunity. 


1. When Mr. Witlc came to this con- 


ference he came .authorized to" pay to 
Japan, not as an "indemnity," '--not as 
"reimbursement of the cost of the war/' 
not for "tribute," but for "benefits re- 
ceived," for "services rendered" or for 
"property returned," a large sum of 
money. 


2. The maximum of the sum Mr, Witte 


was authorized in his instructions from 
the czar to pay, in this form and for 
this purpose, as one of the factors of the 
pcaco settlement, I am able to state, ap- 
proximately: It approaches very closely 
to one-half of the $1)00,000,000 which the 
Japanese have demanded in their modi- 
fied proposals. 


3. Mr. Witte's instructions gave him 


authority, moreover, in making a. set- 
tlement not to question too closely or 


- to audit too scrupulously, as if it were 


purely a business affair, any claim or 
claims which Japan might put forward 
for the care and keep of prisoners or 
for other like items falling broady. with- 
in the category of admissible payments 
eet by Russia. He was auUiori/.ed, in 
other words, to view any such claims in 
generous and conciliatory spirit as one 
of the methods of obtaining peace. 


So much for the statxis up to the mo- 


ment the 
intercession 
of 
President 


Roosevelt introduced (!;;• second act of 
the great drama. 


4. When Japan consented to make 


concessions, at the instance of President 
Roosevelt, it was with the distinct un- 
derstanding on the part of the Japanese 
government that the principle of_eonccs- 
eion was mutually assented to—that if 
Japan made important concessions 
to 


secure peace, Russia, was bound in prin- 
ciple to make concessions also for the 
Bamc purpose and in a like spirit. 


5. When Japan came to this confer- 


ence it was with a demand for some- 
thing like a thousand million of dollars 
for reimbursement of the cost of the 
war and the cession or retention of the 
whole of the island of Sakhalin. 
I>o- 


Bponding to the president's mccliary ef- 
forts, Japan virtually reduced her claims 
to one-half of the thousand millions and 
to one-half of the island. 


6. Generous as wus this concession il 


is well known that the sum of $000,000, 
000 now formally asked as a bnsis o 
further negotiations can be scaled stir 
further if Russia carries on the sxtbsc 
quent negotiations and bargaining in a 
like spirit of adherence to the principle 
of mutuality and conciliation. 


7. Hence wo reach the crux of the 


whole problem in this: Between the sum 
which Japan actually expects to receive 
and the sum which Russia is known to 
be willing to pay there is a difference of 
$150,000,000 or, at most $200,000,000. 


8. This is, speaking of vital things, the 


only difference between the two powers 
—one hundred and lifty or two hundred 
millions of 
money standing between 


peace and war. 
This is the only vital! 


difference, because Sakhalin is insignifi- | 
cant and because it could be disposed of 
in five minutes were the other question 
out of the way. 


9. There is not even a difference of 


principle between the disputants, because 
Japan is not now asking either "indem- 
nity" or "reimbursement," only a broad 
and 
generous settlement 
of 
certain 


elnims for services rendered or "benefits 
conferred," the details of which can be 
easily worked out, and which Mr. Witte 
came here expecting to pay. 


Now that Japan has placed her con- 


cessions on the table, Russia takes them 
under consideration. 
Various members 


of the Russian mission here declare, in 
statements 
published 
without 
their 


names attached, that the new proposi- 
tion is only the old terms in a disguised 
form, in a new dross. Xo authoritative 
•tatpmcnt is made here as to what in- 
structions-Mr. Witte has received from 
the c/.ar concerning the answer which is 
to be given, presumably on Saturday. 
But through a press telegram from St 
Petersburg, Count Lamsdorf, .the minis- 
ter of foreign affairs,, is represented as 
saying Russia will not pay a dollar of 


indemnity, directly or indirectly, 
and 


will not cede a foot of territory. This 
statement has been the subject of much 
comment here today. There are various 
theories concerning its applicability,. 


One is .that the*'game of sparring lor 


points is still being played; that just as 
Mr. Witte's clever tactics here during 
the last two weeks resulted in drawing 
concessions of importance from Japan, 
so a further employment of the 
same 


tactics may draw out still further con- 
cessions. 
The Russian theory may well 


be that if Japan could be induced to 
throw off 30, 40 or 50 per cent from her 
original demands, she may now be in- 
duced to cut the second demands in like 
or greater proportion. 


From the 
Japanese 
standpoint the 


Russian tactics of this hour arc a little 
surprising. There is no indication o'f 
that adherence to the underlying prin- 
ciple of mutuality of concession which 
the Japanese government relied upon as 
a result of President Koosevelt's inter- 
cession. On this point President Roose- 
velt is 
himself 
addressing the 
czai 


through Ambassador Meyer. 
The Jap- 


anese are somewhat nettled over what 
looks at first blush like a Russian at- 
tempt to force them into a corner, and 
to intimidate them into abandonment of 
their entire claim for money payment. 
But they do not believe the attempt is 
made in good faith nor with determina- 
tion to play the game out to the end. 
They still regard it as a maneuver to 
secure a cheap settlement. 


Neutral observers do not question the 


right of Russia to play her game in her 
own way. it is within her right to out- 
maneuver her antagonist if she can, and, 
if possible, to put Japan in the awkward 
position of a nation determined to go on 
with a great war as an agency for col- 
lecting tribute. 


A theory held by some observers is 


that since he came here Mr. Witte's in- 
structions from his government have 
been changed; that, whereas he was at 
first authorized to pay $200,000,000 or 
$300,000,000 in the form indicated, the. 
czar, working under the influence of the 
war party at St. Petersburg, is not will- 
ing now to pay anything whatever for 
peace. 
If this theory be correct, 
of 


course there can be no treaty. But no 
one in authority believes it possible the 
czar has thus changed his attitude and 
intruded into the negotiations that un- 
expected element which means nothing 
ess than a decision to go on with the 
var at all costs.

Fifty-one years ago yesterday, Aug. 24, 


jonsiderable excitement occurred here 
at Racine when a

for assistascc from our fire department 
which wus readily mot by one of our vol- 
unteer compauios. I remember the time 
very well, there being no railroad be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee. One com- 
pany of our fire department went down; 
don't know if it was Xo. 1 or the Dcvit- 
scher company J\o. 2. They wore obliged 
to wait iml.il the Steamer Trawoler citme 
from Chicago on its regular daily trip to 
Milwaukee during the summer months 
I was working at that time in a shop on 
Main street. Myself and 
other 
shop 


mates (among them. Henry and Charles, 
sons of Widow Wright were stand- 
ing on a blulT whore Mrs. Wright 
lived in a frainn dwelling now the rear 
of Reichert's office. 
We watched the 


steamer come alongside the Tuckskcrman 
pier on Third street, which was block 
with people. Some of them accompanied 
the lire department to Milwaukee. Our 
iiremcn were highly praised for their as- 
sistance at the fire. This fire wn.s one of 
the mnst disastrous fires that Milwaukee 
had experienced up to date.

ate chamber of the palace. Large dele- 
gations representing principally all lead- 
ing parliaments were present. 


The following is an abstract of a. speech 


by Richard Bartholdt, president of the 
interparliamentary 
group in congress

sion, on August 28, of the Brussels inter- 
parliamentary congress at Brussels: 


WAR CAUSES REVIVAL. 


Mr. Bartholdt said: 
The status of our common cause in the 


United States never justified a more fav- 
orable report than it does at the pres- 
ent time. Two causes have raajnly "con- 
tributed towards this revival of interest 
in the peace movement; the meeting of 
the interparliamentary

on 


American soil, and the deep-going disgust 
with that barbarous war in the Orient. 
Over 200 members of the American con- 
gress have now joined the interparliamen- 
tary group. Mass meetings have been 
held in nearly all large American cities 
during the year which declared in favor 
of the arbitration treaties then pending 
in the senate. These treaties failed, it 
is true, not however, because of any ob- 


CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—Having planned
